Reign of the Psychological Drama 


It is interesting to note the plans of the various producing managers so far 
as announced for next season. It is obvious that some of them are experiencing 
difficulty to supply their particular stars with suitable vehicles. Others feel that 
they have compassed this, and are announcing their plans with somewhat the 
spirit of gloating. 

Producing managers have felt the revolution in the taste of the theatre-going 
public during the past few years. The change from romantic drama to realistic 
drama, and then to psychological drama, has been no less positive and definite 
than it has been gradual and clearly defined. 

There are those producing managers who will no doubt say this change is 
attributable to themselves—that they have with design and determination attracted 
or driven the public into the lines of thought and preference that they foresaw to be 
not only new and original, but educative and uplifting. This may be true. But 
in our opinion the producing manager follows rather than shapes the taste of the 
public. In this respect his position is exactly identical with that of the newspaper 
or magazine publisher who believes that he shapes public opinion, while, in fact, 
he is as wholly and entirely subject to public opinioh as any of his readers. 

We have to hark back only a few years to the vogue of the romantic, when 
such plays as Monsieur Beaucaire, A. Gentleman of France, When Knighthood 
Was in Flower, Dorothy Vernon of Hadden Hall, and similar plays were claiming 
the great preference and by far the greatest patronage of the American theatre- 
going public. 

Then came the vogue of the realistic drama and the first real appreciation of 
that great pioneer of realism, Henrik Ibsen, in America. Geo. Bernard Shaw, a 
real follower of Ibsen’s idea, if not of his art, was perhaps the greatest idol of 
this reign of the realistic drama. 

Now, the regime of the psychological drama is upon us. It’s only rival 
(outside of musical comedy, of course; whigh stands by itself and can never be 
classed as a rival of any form of drama any more than vaudeville can) is the 
drama of symbolism, which, however, is much nearer to poetry than it is to phil- 
wophy, and for that reason will never really invade the field of the drama of 

ught. 

In this country, the greatest craftman in the field of psychological dramatic 
construction is Augustus Thomas, and its greatest exponent, David Belasco. 
But we believe we can predict with some assuran e of our correctness, that within 
a few months, probably during the next season, and surely not longer hence than 
Season after next, the psychological drama will enjoy a vogue that will equal in 
popularity that of the romantic drama of a decade ago, and of the drama of 
realism which followed a few years later. 


On Farewell Tours 


. Farewell tours of big stars in the theatrical firmanent have become so general 
in the past years, that the public is prone to accept, cum grano salis, the announced 
passing into retirement of a stage celebrity, much as it does other startling state- 
ments emanating from the fertile brain of a facile press agent. Sarah Bernhardt, 
it will be remembered, holds the record for farewell American tours. Patti, 
Kubelik, Buffalo Bill and others have made announcements of retirements; Mar- 
garet Illington, Mary Mannering and some others have bid the stage farewell, only 
to “come back.” Mary Anderson only, of all others, has been faithful to her 
pledge. Not even in the name of sweet charity could the managers induce her 
to return—not even for a single performance. 

Comes now the announcement that Sothern and Marlowe will retire in 1914. 
If this be authentic, Thespis will mourn the loss of two great contributors to his 
glory. On the other hand, it will be deplorable if two of the greatest artists the 
American stage has ever had, allow their names to be sullied by a cheap expedient, 
too often worked for box office purposes. It is hardly probable, however, that 
Sothern and Marlowe would become parties to a fraud. Their popularity is such 
as to require no stimulant; they could continue to fill American theatres to over- 
flowing for years to come, just as they have been doing for years past. 


Producing Season Opens Earlier 


It is a noteworthy fact that the opening of the theatrical season in New York 
has, during the past few years, moved ahead from September to August. Pro- 
ducing managers explain this by saying that in addition to August being the coolest 
of the summer months, it is also the period when there are more visitors on 
vacation in New York than at any time during the summer. These visitors are 


promiscuous patrons of the theatre, and it has been found that those theatres 
which open early in August, or which remain open through August, reap a large 
reward for their enterprise. 

There is probably another reason why the theatrical season is beginning to 
open earlier. Competition among producing managers is stronger than it was a 
few years ago. Those attractions which open early, and by eliciting favorable 
press comment and enlisting the interest of the public before public favors have 
become widely distributed in the theatre, invest themselves with a prestige that 
they could not get if they opened later, and are the ones which show the biggest 
returns. 

New York can hardly emulate the London practice of getting its theatres all 
open during the summer season, for summer in London is the real society season, 
its period lasting from the first of June till the first of October. New York is 
different in the respect that every native who can, gets away from Gotham 
during this identical period, for it is a veritable oven during the summer months. 

It is true, however, that of late years the weather has been less torrid during 
August than during any other summer months. Producing managers acting upon 
the principle that “the early bird gets the worm,” are vying strongly with each other 
to get the earliest successful productions of the season. 


An Appreciation 


Paul Benjamin is dead! The sadness which the death of this sterling char- 
acter spread throughout the profession, is unlimited. He has fought his last 
extra. He has put over his last exclusive story, and they were many. Only his 
memory now remains, and it is a memory that is protected with the traits of 
manhood that only those who were fortunate enough to know Paul Benjamin as 
Paul Benjamin really was way down deep in his heart, can relate. His career 
is most assuredly a monument around which agents and managers will do good 
to kneel with thoughts of learning. 


Great, big tears came down the face of Bob Lee, Sunday editor of the Chicago 
Examiner, when the news of Paul Benjamin’s death reached him. Bob Lee and 
Paul Benjamin were closest of friends, and perhaps it is a coincidence that not 
more than one hour before the wires flashed the death message, Bob Lee was 
telling of the pleasure he was anticipating with the probable arrival of his friend 
in Chicago in the fall, to take charge of the Shubert interests. Benjamin’s death 
was mourned by thousands of others in the same way that Bob Lee mourned it— 
with real tears and a great big word for the big fellow. 


What Paris Pays For Public Amusements 


There are in Paris four theatres (the Comedie Francaise, Odeon, the Opera 
and Opera Comique) which receive subventions from the Government, and 40 
regular theatres, among which are included the Chatelet, Gymnase, Gaite and 
Palais Royal, which receive no subvention. There are besides 12 large cinemato- 
graph theatres, 38 cafe concerts, 8 music halls, 10 skating rinks, velodromes and 
circuses, among which are included the Magic City and Luna Park, both originally 
American enterprises; 6 permanent balls or dancing places, including the Bal 
Tabarin, Bullier and Moulin Rouge; and finally 3 classical concerts, viz.: the 
Concert Lamoureaux, Colonne and the Conservatoire; in all, 121 regular places 
of amusement. 

From the report of the municipal administration for 1911, it appears that the 
total receipts collected during that year by these various groups of theatres, etc., 
were as follows: The 4 subventioned theatres, $1,839,438; 40 theatres of the Gaite 
class, $4,538,659; cinematographs, $541,097; museums and expositions, $123,361; 
cafe concerts, $1,330,752; music halls, $1,366,257; skating rinks, circuses, etc., 
$840,287; balls, $189,714; artistic concerts, $114,373; various other concerts, 
$457,221. Total, $11,341,159. 

For the support of the poor, the municipality collects a uniform tax of 10 per 
cent of the gross receipts of regular theatres and daily concerts, 5 per cent of 
the receipts from casual concerts given by artists or musical associations, and 25 
per cent of the receipts of balls, races and certain other amusements. The total 
revenue thus derived for the poor fund in 1911 was $1,225,013. 

The steady growth of Paris and the devotion of its people and the constant 
throng of foreign visitors to theatrical and musical entertainments are shown by 
the fact that the receipts of 1911 from these sources exceeded those of any pre- 
vious year, not excepting even the years 1878, 1889 and 1900, when international 
expositions of world-wide interest were held in Paris.

He left Sea Breeze Island with a passenger 
on the evening of June 1, and flew to Smith's 
Town, L, 1. a distance of 20 miles. — 

He made the distance in 18 minutes, alighted 
in a field close to the town, where he was met 
by the most prominent citizens, held a reception. 
and then rose into the dusk and started on his 
return flight. This was a proceeding hazardous 
in the extreme, one that has seldom been re- 
sorted to by any aviator, at home or abroad. 
Especially was it hazardous considering the con- 
tiguity of the ocean with its manifold perils 

He made the return trip to Sea Breeze Island 
in exactly 16 minutes. 

This remarkable flight has no counterpart ip 
the recorded history of air navigation, and when 
one considers that the distance covered over 
water is fully equal to the crossing of the Eng- 
lish Channel, about which so much has been 
written whenever an airman or airwoman skill 
ful or reckless enough has been found to attempt 
its crossing, one may realize what this un 
heralded filght really meant. 

The return flight was made In absolute dark 
ness, and since this is the only flight of such

“The cheap agent ig usually the man who 
takes no interest in bis show and who spend<« 
the major part of his time in the bvx-~<ffices 
of the different theatres or at the bars of the 
varioug hotels along the line. The idea tha: 
there is nothing for an agent to do abead of 
a burlesque show is erroneous and foo! 
ish as there is, if I may say it, even 
more to do or that can be done, than abead of 
the big two-dollar show. It is true that the 
burlesque agent ig often handicapped by lack of 
liberality on the part of the show owners, this 
applying only in gome cases, but even #0 there 
are plenty of things an agent can do to help 
his attractions. He can make stage announce 
ments where practicable, he can devise and 
frame many little schemes for street bally 
hwoos and advertising and can do wonders by 
the judicious distribution of smal] matter, such 
@s blotters, heralds and advertising novelties. 
He can see that his attraction is getting 
a fair show ahead and that his billing and 
frames are displayed in the lobby, bowever 
much the manager of the show ahead dislikes 
to see the show behind him getting a fair 
boosting. He can visit the newspapers and 
may perchance jand a couple of extra stories 
by which means he has easily earned bis sal- 
ary for the week. There is no end to the list 
of duties of the man ahead and if managers 
would emp’oy competent men who would at- 
tend to these duties there would be less cause 
for complaint against the agent.’’

The atiitnde which ts adopted by a large per- 
centage ot the British theatregoing public to- 
wards plays whose influence they consider harm- 
ful towards thelr offspring, and of whose plots 
they know mthing, bas been peculiarly exem- 
plified by the :nove that has been made by the 
management of the Garrick, 

Monckton Hoffe’s play, Improper Peter, had 
been rupning at this theatre for a short while, 
but the title apparently had a prejudicial ef- 
fect on parents and guardians, who considered 
tha¢ a play with such a title must naturally be 
immoral, improper, avd unwholesome, and there- 
fore no fit subject for the attention of the 
younger generation. 

But the title has nuw been changed to Proper 
Peter. This is quite a different matter. Proper 
Peter, as its title shows, is really an excellent 
play. in fact if anything the title suggests, a 
work which is a little on the heavy side and 
quite suitable for children. Owing to the sug- 
gestive heaviness the children might even be 
sent with a nursey governess. So the result 
is this: A play may be good, bad or indif- 
ferent, its mora) tone, high or low, but this 
must not be judged by the views of the critics, 
the character of the house or the reputation of 
the playwright; no, this must be judged by the 
title and the title alone. Put a good title on 
a bad play and it must go. This is the 
moral to be learned by this type of hypocrisy.

New York, June 8 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—What looks as if it might be the first 
gun in a vaudeville ¢pposition was the incor- 
poration last week, under the laws of New 
Jersey, of The Associated Theatres Amusement 
Company. 

Among those interested in this new curpora- 
tion are the Shuberts, Walter Keefe, the Ch cago 
agent, and C. H. Miles, of Detroit. Keefe is 
the booking representative of The Theatrical 
Booking Corporation with headquarters in Chi- 
cago, while Miles is the operator of a chain 
of theatres in the Middle West. The Shuberts, 
it is expected, will furnish as many of their 
houses now playing Shubert legitimate attrac- 
tions as will be necessary to eke out a circuit 
of 40 consecutive weeks for the artist. 

A branch oftice of The Theatrical Booking Cor- 
poration of Chicago will be immediately es- 
tablished in New York City, with Jules Delmar, 
the recently acquired Shubert general manager, 
in charge. 

It is the intention of the affiliated parties to 
bouk shows costing around $2,000. This doesn't 
give much leeway for headliner salaries, but 
excellent bills, made up of the standard acts of 
vaudeville can easily be played at this figure. 
This will give the acts whose salaries are under 
$300 a great deal more work than can be ob- 
tained by their higher-priced brothers, who must 
depend entirely on the United Booking Offices 
for engagements in this country.

Incidents In the Lives and Careers of Famous Circus Performers, Whose Achieve- 
ments Are World-Renowned---Intimate Discussion of a Versatile Family's 


tickney is a Dame or magic talisman, known 
oa oeah going patrons. No matter where 
you might roam, either in Burope, North or 
South America or Australia, the name is a> 
familiar to everyene as those kings of the old 
world or the Presidents of America. And there 
is probably no name as universally remembered 
unless it be that of the old clown, Dan Rice. 
and a® many people have been pleased at the 
wonderful acts of horsemanship, including rid 
ing, leaping and tumbling. Kings and Queen> 
of the old countries as well as the nobility of 
all Europe, vied with Americans as well in 
paying homage of respect to the Stickneys 
which shows the appreciation of the great 
cirees-going population. I have seen whole 
audiences simply encore to the echo the won 
derful acts of this world-famous family. 

The originator was S. P. Stickney, a typical 
yankee, boro in Boston about 1811, and whik 
yet im his teens he became dissatisfied wit! 
schoo! and ran away and joined the circus 
The first company that he was employed by 
was the old Vangeline and Co.'s Circus. Hi- 
first work was in the assistance of breakin:

After 
this name became stale they changed it to the 
Equeseuriculeum ar business under both 
names were good and fleurishing. The reason 
that they called it The Hippozoonamedom was 
because they had a hippopotamus and ele- 
phants and the Equesenriculeum was because 
they had equestrian acts, with pony races with 
monkey riders, 

This outfit played opposition day and date 
for one week in Louisville, Ky., agaiest the 
George F. Bailey Creus and he completely 
swamped them as to the receipts and our turn- 
away is what was left for them. 

After this, Bob, as he was now called, went 


with the Thayer and Noyes Circus and they 
traveled all through Louisiana, Red River. 
White River and all the bayous. Then they 


came over to New Orleans and played there at 
the Bidwell’s Academy of Music for fourteer 
weeks to bountious business, then we went 
from there, by boat, to St. Louis, Mo. After 
that we fixed up the traveling show to be a 
wagon outfit. We traveled through Ohio, In 
diana, Kentucky and Michigan. We got as far 
as Detroit, Mich., and J. M. French had a lien 
on the show for $15,000. 


Charles Noise came to Bob Stickney and said 
“that French won't let the show go out,’’ Bob 
told Charley that he could have his services 
for One month for nothing and Bob got all the 
performers of the show to do likewise. The 
performers who were with the show were Tow 
King and wife, Bedin and wife, Kelley and 
Burs, Wood and Cook, Willie Tournaire, Jim- 
mie Reynolds, the clown, and several others 
whose names I forget. Bob said go to Mr 
french and see if he won’t allow you to take 
the show out under these conditions. J. M. 
French, not being a showman, however, coveted 
the Thayer and Noise Circus outfit and wanted 
'o completely confiseate their show and ente: 
the business himself, which afterwards he suc 
ceeded in doing and named same the J. M 
French's Caravan. After this Bob Stickney 
went to New York and made an enxagement 
with L. B. Lents at his 14th Street circus, op 
osite the Academy of Music. He rode a little 
mare there, named Cinderella, and he being 4 
big man and very heavy, the little horse 
broke down under his weight while doing som 
ersaults, ete. So after that he heard that 
the Flat-Foot Party of circus owners, compose: 
ff Spaulding, Bidwell, Smith, Quick and Jehr 
Nathans, were going to take a circus over to 
Paris, France, and call] it the American Cham 
pions, and John Nathans, one of the partners 
walked Young Stickney from where the old 
Revere House stood on Houston and Broadway 
lown to Clarry and Reiley’s printing office, whic! 
was at the other end of Ann Street. He kept 
this up for about two weeks trying to have 
fob Stickney take ten dollars less on the week 
from his salary. So Bob told John Nathans 
that he was tired and heartily sick of hi- 
actions and if they wanted him, that his salary 
would remain just as he first stated and not 
ye cent less. So Nathan said come up t 
room 1 of the Reveve House. Stickney went 
there and found all the other managers were 


there, so John Nathan stated that here was * 
hoy who wishes to go to Paris with us. The 
all turned around and said, ‘“‘that this is 


just the boy we want,’’ and John Nathan said 
that his salary was so and so. Well, the others 
said, “‘All right.”” ‘‘Well,”’ Bob said, ‘well, 
gentlemen I am a little short and I have no 
horse, but I know where I can buy one. Now 
if you gentlemen will advance me $1,000'°— 
which they did without a murmur, and Bob 
bought a beautiful horse from Ferdinand Toun 
our, which was partly broken. 

Stickney’s engagement consisted of riding. 
leaping and tumbling. His salary was $250 
per week. Mr. Stickney says that the follow 
ing named performers were taken over, James 
Robinson, the champion bareback rider of the 
world, and as Mr, Stickney said right here tc 
the writer of this article, that he never saw 
his equal; the Original Hanlon Brothers (six 
in number), the greatest gymnasts and acrobats 
n their days, then the Two Roylands, als 
gymnasts and acrobats; Mr. Lester, the best 
‘ontortionist for style and grace in his day 
Charles Revirs, the world’s greatest tumbler 
in his day; Henry North, a clown, tumbler. 
teaper and general acrebat; Bill Conrad, clown 
with his performing dog Niles and the rest: 
Frank Pastor, pad rider, very fine; ‘‘Marqueze’’ 
American burdle rider, and was specially good: 
Tom Peppers, tumbler and leaper, who rode the 


buffalo; Charley Roberts, boss property man: 
Robert Stickney, general performer, rider. 
leaper and tumbler. 


America had no fine lady riders at that time. 
sald Mr. Stickney, who we thought were good 
enough to compete .with the female riders of 
Purope. So we hired three lady riders over 
there, their names were, Kennible, Rosethea 
and Gertner, they did menage riding, bareback 
ridjng and pad riding, and they were certainly 


fine, and last but not least the celebrated 
George Kelley, who was the greatest leaper 
of the day. We started from New York City 


Havre, France, the ocean trip 
lasting 14 days. We had more fun on the boat 
with the captain and Mr. Quick and others. 
all who made the trip one glorious time of 
pleasure. We practiced tumbling and leaps on 
the vessel and it was such a smooth passage 
that everyone was well. We landed in Havre 
for one week and we told Mr. Quick tf he did 
not send us on to Paris that we would all open 
here and give a circus performance, as we were 
all crazy to see Paris. So he wrote a letter to 
Mr. Bidwell and gave it to Charley Roberts, 


and landed at 


the boss property man, to deliver. He placed 
us all on the train for Paris and gave us all 
Ove francs apiece for spending money while 
in Paris, but he didn’t forget to charge us one 
dollar apiece, which he took out of our pay, 
So when we got on the cars one of the boys 
secretly abstracted the letter out of Charley 
Roberts’ pocket, the one that Quick had given 
bim to deliver to Bidwell, and in that letter 
it stated that Mr. Quick had given all the 
boys ‘‘all the money that they needed while in 
Paris,’’ one dollar each, so we tore the letter 
up and threw the fragments out of the car 
window. As we did net arrive in Paris until 
evening, we went to the nearest hotel to the 
depot, and all registered and dressed as nice 
as we could, and that evening we went to the 
Grand Hotel and called upon Mr. Bidwel, and 
we all struck him for sums ranging from twenty- 
five dollars to 150 dollars each, and he was 
very kind and loaned each man what he asked 
for. Then we all hired coupes and coaches and 
went down to the Circus DeVare, the French 
winter circus of that time. So we saw the 
performance and did not see anything that we 
thought was startling. 

Right here I wish to tell about something 
relating to one of our circus deals, which orig- 
inated in America. We took over a canvas 
which we called a Paris pavilion and intended 
to erect same just opposite to the Exposition. 
However, when we got to Paris, Van Orton, our 
agent, had the ground rented, but Dezon, the 
French circus proprietor, slipped in ahead of us 
and bought the ground outright and therefore 
we had no location to put up our Paris pa- 
vilion. So Van Orton went around and hired 
the Prince Imperial Theatre, and the combina- 
tion of other French circus managers had th- 
building condemned. But through big financial 
arrangements costing over $30,000, we suc- 
ceeded in getting the theatre opened and we 
used American tactics in our grand initial 
opening and gave a special performance and 
a famous after-supper where eatables, rare as 
furnished at the feast of Lucullus, and cham- 
pagne flowed as freely as water, and we com- 
pletely won the hearts of the Parisiennes 
Newpapers offered column accounts free, as the 
air we breathed and the entire outfit was treat 
ed as swell as nobility. As Ro account ap 
peared to be kept upon the amount of eham- 
pagne furnished, Charley Roberts, our buss 
property man, kept out enough wine to supply 
Kelley, Stickney and himself for four or five 
weeks afterwards. 


After this the show commenced in a proper 
manner and after everybody had come back to 
earth we gave matinees and night performances 
regularly for six weeks and to crowded houses. 
In Paris a crowd came to see Mr. Bidwell and 
asked kim if he did not want to hire some 
claquers (these are paid applauders). Bidwell 
said, ‘‘No, if my performers can’t draw ap- 
plause without hiring such, I don’t want them,’’ 
An he gave them each a ticket and after they 
saw the show they were se well pleased that 
they conld not help applauding, which they 
did strongly. The horse which Bob Stickney 
took over there was so shy that he could 
not ride him, and after trying all the com- 
pany’s horses he found that they were all too 
light for him. The little captain of the vesse! 
which we came over on, came to Paris to see 
the circus and he said that any of the boys who 
wanted to go home could go home with him 
for nothing. 


Bob Stickney, who was out of debt said, 
“Cap I am one of the boys that wants to go 
home."’ So I said that I would see Mr. Bidwel! 
and see what he says about it. So I told Bid- 
well that he was paying me a good salary for 
riding, leaping and tumbling, and told him 
that I could not ride my horse, as he shied too 
much and that all his horses were too light in 
weight and that I wanted to go home, because 
I could not do justice in my riding because I 
knew in my own heart that I could please the 
French people in my riding in those days. 
Well, he said, why not stay here and do just 
your leaping and tumbling? Charley Rivers. 
our principal tumbler, had the rheumatism so 
I took his place. Mr. Bidwell said that he 
would pay me the same salary if I'd stay for 
leaping and tumbling and that I could practice 
my horse every morning, which I did. As I 
was a great and special favorite over there I 
knew that he would not let me go, because I 
did the best double somersault and the best 
tumbling, which looked trim and neat, and car- 
ried myself so that all eyes and opera glasses 
were turned towards me at all times. 

We staid in Paris for over eight months 
then went over to London for four months, at 
Tom McCullom’s Charmers, Highoben Royal 
Ampitheatre. That is the place where I 
tumbled against George Delwantis. He was 
short and small and “low to the’ in his 
tumbling and I was high and lofty in mine, so 
that I beat him. I was the first man in Eng- 
land and Europe that ever did flip-flaps around 
the ring. While in London I met all the crown. 
ed heads from the King and Queen down and 
was royally treated by them all. I then re- 
turned to America made an engagement witb 
L. B. Lent, proprietor of the 14th Street New 
York Circus. Said he, ‘‘RBob, can you ride four 
horses?’ I said, ‘‘I don’t know, Mr. Lent, 
but I can tell you in a half and bour.”” My 
father at that time was connected with Mr. 
Lent’s Circus. Said he: “Bob, put on your 
practicing clothes and come in the ring and 
see what you can do on the four horses.’’ 
he showed me how to use the reins and in less 
than a half an hour I had the act down fine, 
so I went around in front and told Mr. Lent 
that I could go in that night and ride them. 
He said that he would pay me a salary for 


the week and that I should practice them, 
which I did. Saturday night I went to see 
the performance and coming out of the shew 
noticed that I was billed as ‘“‘The Champion 
4-Horse Rider of the World,” and telling my 
father he said: ‘*Why Bob you are fine, I have 
never seen things done on four horses as well 
as you did, such as pierroquite roll-over and 
lie-down,’’ and Monday night invited all of the 
fourhorse riders to come and see me—such 
men as Bill Durr, Perry Stout and John 
Nathans, each a past grand master of four- 
horse riding. 

Mr. Lent had lithographs 
fife size in citizen costume, four-horse work 
and in tights, also pictorials made of my 
tumbling acts as well. 1 staid with the Lent 
Show until they came to Cincinnati in the 
early seventies, and here was where I lost my 
heart because I met old John Robinsgon’s daugh- 
ter whom I thought was one of the loveliest 
and sweetest girls that I had ever seen. Her 
Bame was Katie Robinson, whom I only knew 
one week and was married that week and it 
was certainly what you might call true love at 
first sight. I remained with the Lent Show 
for three months and as my father-in-law, John 
Robinson, would not listen to any persuasive 
arguments, only that I should join his circus, 
so I had to acquiesce. I joined his show at a 
salary of $150 per week and the side show 
privileges, and every nine months which the 
show ran as its traveling season I netted froin 
ten to fifteen thousand dollars per year, besides 
my salary. From the marriage to Katie Rob- 
inson, who was John Robinson's only daughter, 
was born in Danville, Ill., at the Etna House, 
a son, who was named Robert John Danville 
Stickney and he was the first grandson of old 
John Robinson. The reason I named him 
Danville was because of the town of his birth 
and Robert being a Stickney name known for 
generations and John out of respect to his 
grandfather. Young Bob became a first-class 
bareback rider and was married to Louise De 


made of me, 


Wolte, a family known in the white top 
colonies for ages. Another child was born to 
Rober Stickney Sr., which died at birth in 


Cincinnati and its mother paid the penalty of 
her life at this birth. 

After that I stayed with the Robinson Show 
until 1878, when I left for New York and 
meeting Denman Stone, who was forming the 
Stone, Brunson and Hyatt Circus, was asked to 
come over to the Stone farm at Franklin, N. 
J., to break some horses for the company. I 
broke two sets of horses, bareback 
principal horses and two hurdle horses and a 
menage horse for my sister Emma, and I! broke 
a bareback principal horse for myself. I loaned 
them $5,000 to start the show, as they were a 
Httle short. of funds. And I just took Den 
Stone’s note for the amount. The show traveled 
eight weeks. They broke up in Chicago. I 
was to get $300 per week. but I never got one 
cent, and this bears out the old and somewhat 


worn-out saying that ‘‘all is not gold that 
glitters." The note followed in the path of 
my salary. 


After that I came to Cincinnat] and whfle 
driving around with a tandem team in a dog 
cart and while driving by the old Walnut Street 
House who should come out and hail me but 
Adam Forepaugh. He said: ‘‘What are you 
doing with that team. Bob?’ ‘‘Why,” I said, 
“I am just driving around for a little pleasure, 
Mr. Forepaugh.’’ He said, ‘‘You engaged for 
next season?’”” 1 said, ‘‘No, sir.” He sald, 
‘How would you like to go with my show 7 
I said, “All right, if you pay me my salary. 
He said, ‘“‘All right. How much is your sal- 
ary ner week?’ ‘“* .00 per week.’” ‘‘Now,"’ 
he said, “If you take that team which you 
have right there and the dog cart and lead 
my parade, I will give you the salary.” We 
did not sign any papers as to contract. as a 
man’s word was considered as good as his bond, 
and I never found him any way but honest and 
a good old soul. We went to Louisville, Ky., 
and practised in the Exposition Building two 
weeks in advance of the show's spring open- 
ing. I met Addie Forepangh at Louisville and 
said, “You have had Frank Melville and Mon- 
roe riding four horses here. Now. I know that 
the old man has two sets of horses which are 
broke for four-horse act, what do you say that 
you and I break the sets of four horses for an 
eight-horse act unbeknownanced to your 
father?’ Which we did. So when Adam Fore- 
paugh came on to the show Add said, “Come 
down, Dad. and see the Stickney boy practice 
the eight horses. The old man said that we 
had no eight-horse team to run in an eight- 
borse act. ‘Oh, ves, we have, Dad. Stickney 
bor and I just broke them.”’ So the old man 
came down to see the act and I never saw a 
man more surprised than he was. The horses 
ran beautifully and I did everything on them 
that any man could do on eight horses. He 
said, ‘‘Look here, Bob, I have no bill up for 
that eight-horse act, but I will have a pie- 
torial bill made life-size of you and the horses 
and have them running all around. reaching a 
block long.”’ The old man never left the show 
grounds that night until late, as he was 
so tickled about my eight-horse act. — 

We opened the ehow with ““Custer’s Last Rat- 
fle.” and I impersonated General Custer. and 
I took it so hard that I thought that I really 
was Custer and as everybody called me Cns- 
ter, it made me all tke more positive that 
Custer and I were one. 

That season, as we hed strong leaps and 
good leapers, we went to Brooklyn, and Cheeky 
Rill Conley in the afternoon performance had 
ten elephants put In the ring for him to do 
a single somersanit over them. Mr. White an- 
nounced Mr. Conley to do the act. He came 
down to the doorway and made his bow. He

FAIR MANAGERS, ATTENTION! 


Supplementary to its warning of last week, 
The Billboard would like to call the attentiou 
of fair and park men to certain aspects of the 
fiying game that are of immense importance if 
success is to be assured. 

In the first place, it is absolutely essential 
that the starting point shall be at least 400 
feet in length and of fairly even formation. 
One end, at ‘least should be clear of trees, for 
it ofter happens that the airman may be not 
higher than 20 feet after going two or three 
hundred feet tv gain impetus. Of course, we 
have seen them get into the air within 50 feet. 
but the most skillful at times requires al! 


the distance mentioned. Also, the field should | 
be clear of grass that is higher than three | 


or four inches. 

It is desirable from the point of view of the 
fair or park manager that the flights start in 
his own enclosure, but in cases where his own 
enclosure does not provide the facilities we 
mention, ome should be retained as near the 
field as possibie. 

Also. a temporary bangar, or at least a tent 
@ufficientiy large to house a machine. should 


be provided om the field where the flights are to | 


start. Because, prices nowadays necessitate 
close figuring If the park manager wants 
these features, and {t is abundantly evident that 
their popularity is growing. then he should do 
some of the figuring. if only to keep the prices 
within bounds. 

The aviator’s contracting agent should be 
¢aken to the proposed starting point, and its 


Primary trouble—agent had not inspected 
the ground. Secondarily, no hangar or tent 
had been provided. Result, time lost, money, 
temper, prestige lost.

FAIR NOTES. 


The Third Annual Fair of The Trinidad-Las 
Animas County Fair Association will be held 
at Trinidad, Colo., September 24, 25, 26 and 
°T. The association is a member of the Santa 
Fe Racing Circuit, which insures patrons good 
racing each season. Everything that is possible 
is being done to interest farmers and ranches 
to bring in exhibits to the fair and much work 
is done every year to make the buildings more 
suitable for the accommodation of these ex- 
hibits. The stock sheds were extensively in 
creased last year and exhibits in this depart 
ment {ncreased accordingly. It is the aim of 
this association to promote a fair strictly in 
the interests of the agricultural and stock men 
and to encourage them to, improve the grade 
of their exhibits, The premiums offered are 
above the average and it is the aim of the as 
sociation to keep on adding to the premium book 
so as to encourage the people to bring in their 
exhibits. The association is controlled by a 
board of 15 directors, and is Incorporated as a 
not-for-profit corporation. Meetings are held 
once a week all during the year, as it is be 
lieved in this manner more enthusiasm is kept 
up than would otherwise be done. The last 
two fairs were a success from a financial stand 
point as well as being success in point of ex- 
hibits, and this year it is expected that the 
fair will be the largest and best ever witnessed 
in Trinidad. The mayor of the city, Hon. D. L 
Taylor, is making arrangements to dedicate 
Kit Carson Park and unveil the Kit Carson 
Monument, which is being erected In the park. 
on one of the fair dates, and the fair associa- 
tion will encourage the Idea, and intend to 
have a large historical parade on that day. The 
officers and members of the Daughters of Amer 
ican Revolution will be in Trinidad, as well as 
the Governor of the state and staff, besides 
many of the prominent old-timers. This will 
undoubtedly be a big feature, and increase the 
attendance of the fair. Charles Balley is sec- 
retary. 

The Kansas State Fair, to be held at Hutchi- 
son. September 14 to 21, has enlarged its scope 
of usefulness this year by a unique plan in 
the way of a Boys’ State Corn Contest. There are 
105 counties in Kansas and it is proposed that 
each county shall have a number of boys com 
peting for the production of the best corn. 
The two boys having raised the best corn will 
be given free railroad fare to and from the 
fair and entertained at the fair during its 
entire session. A military instruction camp 
will be called Into existence by the adjutant 
general of the state. These boys will have the 
equipment of the army and the camp will be 


under military control and discipline. A_pro- 
gram, edneational and entertaining, will be 
featured for every day and evening. This fair 


has landed one of the six Poland-China futurity 
shows of America, for which the Poland-China 
Record Association had voted cash premiums. 
This is an entirely new idea and will be a big 
feature of the swine exhibit. Among the vari- 
ous racing attractions: are the three Kansas and 
Oklahoma futurities. This is the only circuit 
in the United States conducting futurities. 
They have been successful now for some years 
and promise to be still greater features an- 
nually. It is a great stimulant to breeding dn- 
terests and is resulting in much good. Mr. 
Hutton, superintendent of privileges, reports 
unusual interest in the concession department. 
The rearranging of the ground for shows, free 
attractions and concessions is being planned. 
The prospects for any fair are largely governed 
by crop conditions. The entire territory from 
which the Kansas State Fair draws patronage 
has the very brightest prospects in the way of 
crops And just to the extent these prospects 
make good, will indicate the probably increased 


attendance at the state fair. A. L. Sponsler

walked back on the running plank and looked 
over the elphants and then his heart failed 
him. He gets down off the ladder and goes to 
the dressing room. We never saw anything 
of him afterwards. Mr. White came back and 
said ‘“‘Where’s Conley? We all said that we 
did not know. “W hy,” he said, *‘] announced 


him to do a single somersault over ten ele- 
phants.’’ I said, “All right. Mr. White. Please 
announce me and I will do a double over 
them.’’ “Now, Bob,”’ he said, ‘‘dont burt 
yourself.’"’ I said, ‘‘Mr. White, just shut up 
your mouth, but go and announce me."’ He 
Sai “Ladies and Gentlemen, I announced 
Mr. Conley to do a single somersault over 
these ten elephants. but through some unex- 
plained reasons he has failed to appear. Mr. 


Robert Stickney has volunteered to do a double 
somersault over ten elephants and ne doubt 
he will accomplish it." 1 went down to the 
ring door to make my bow, walked back on 
the running plank, I looked over the ten 
and think that it looked an awful 
took one good long breath and ran 
running plank. It seemed as 
though 1 had never struck a springier spot on 
the board in my life. I cleared the ten ele- 
phants beautifully and landed on the bed erect 
on my feet, amidst tremendous applause. And 
I think that this was the highest and longest 
double somersault leap that-I ever did in 
my life. I think that the record was filed and 
kept by Frank Queen of The Clipper. I think 
this was more elephants than any other man 
did a double somersault over. 

After being with the Forepaughs for some 
years I left for New York and joined L. B. 
Lent’s New York Circus on 8th and Broadway. 
at the old Stewarts Church, which was turned 
into a circus building. This enterprise under 
Mr. dent’s management was a failure. It 
laid idle for a week. So I interested John H. 
Murray in the enterprise and also employed 
George B. Starr as my press agent, and, 
think, he married one of the Zazzells, a lady 
who used to be shot out of a cannon as a fea

ture. Mike Coyle was our treasurer. That 
show was a success, because I introduced 
Humpty Dumpty during the holidays in con 
junction with the circus performance. 

Now, at that time Frank Melville and John | 
Hamilton, brother to Tody Hamilton, wanted 
me to go into partnership with them and open 
the Ritchie Acquarium as a circus up on 
Thirty-fifth Street and Broadway, where the 
Herald Square Theatre now stands. At the 
same time there was a man named McClelland 
who worked for a party who was exhibiting in 
Boston a Cyclorama and he wanted me to bring 
a circus there for two weeks and also wanted | 
me to appear there the first week. I to'd him 
that I could not do this as I was making ar 
rangements to open the acquarium as a cir- 
cus and would not be able to come the first 
week, but would send on a rider as good as 
myself if not better. He said. “Name the 
rider?’ I did so, Which was Charley Fish, 
and he said, “All right.’’ 

The show opened at Boston and New York 
City simultaneously After I rode one week 
at New York I then went on to Boston, where 
Chariey Fish and I rode a champion act there 
the second ich pleased the audience 
immeasely. Charle t his favorites and I 
had mine in the satlethes. After that I came 
back to my establishment in ‘New York. 

Hamilton and Melville then came to me and 
offered to sell ont to me. I bought them both ont 
and rat e show myself. I hired Hamilton to 
continue his old position at the front and Frank 
ag lle to do his riding as before. We did 
a ‘ry nice business. 

Gelw own to me, my brother Sam went on to 
Raltin and rented the Front Street Theare, 
and n ¢ iing to me, said: **‘Rob,. give up the 
Acquarii and I over to Baltimore and I 
think we can make it go.’’ which I did I got a 
tallyho coach. which was drawn by six horses 
and had the lady performers all on the insid 
and the male performers on the outside, and 
we drove down Fifth Avenne and Broadway to 
the ferry on our way to Baltimore. 

We opened in Baltimore and did a very big 
business for two weeks. From there we went 
to Pittsburgh. We could not rent a theatre 
there. My brother Sam said: ‘‘Rob, you go over 
to Allegheny and put up a practicing building. 

fou stay there and break horses. Give me 
cart blanc and I will go buy the animals 
Wagons an s, and then we will start a cir 
cus and one » for the summer We bought 
all of J. M. French's eages. I had some tab- 
leau and band wagons made by Holston in Cin- 
cinnati. Van Deveer & Thompson of Cincinnati 
made the big top. menagerie top, dressing 
room top, cook tent top. side show top, horse 
tent and all seats, poles, blocks falls and a 
complete outfit. 

We opened at .Allecheny. I never saw so 
much rain. in the spring in all my life. We 
traveled through the oil regions, with business 


very poor, and here was my downfall as a man 
ager. My expenses were $800 per day and my 
receipts were $400. We had six weeks of al- 
most continuous rain, enough to float the ark. 
All the cireus companies were fighting me so 
strong with opposition, as through their petty 
jeslousies they did not want me to succeed. but 
through being headstrong and persevering pluck 


I kept going for nine months, and I never 
worked so hard in my life. I was manager, 
treasurer, boss hostler, boss canvasman,. cook 


and everything with the show and worked mvr- 
self sick And 1 lost over $120,000. It broke 
up at Memphis. Tenn. 

I rented the car stables in Memphis to store 
the animals and horses in. I told my brother 
“em ‘bet be mighi take the outfit and do as

With the last $500 I went to 
New Orleans with six horses to see the mardi 
gras and also joined the show at Houston, 
Tex 

At New Orleans I met old Dan Rice, Captain 
Ottis and one of the Stowe boys, who were 
going to start a circus there for mardi gras, 
but they had no horses. ‘‘Uncle Dan’’ came to 
see me because I had the six horses, saying: 
“Bob, I am going to start a ci but I 
haven't got a _ horse.’’ I said, 
you may use my horses.”’ » said that it was 
very kind of me and went to see Stowe and 
Ottis about it. Stowe came and said it was 
very kind in me offering the use of my horses, 
but that they wanted to hire me also. I1 sald, 
“If you hire me and the horses, you will have 
to pay me a salary of $250 per week.”” Which 
they did for two weeks. From here I went 
over and joined the Barrett Shows. 

I went to Houston and going to the hotel 
and met Lou Sells, who was surprised to 
see me. I stayed with the show until my 
salary amounted to $1,500, then I went to Lou 
and said: ‘‘Here is that $1,500 which I got 
in advance. You were surprised at seeing 
me here, as you thought that I would never 
show up on account of having that $1,500 in 
advance. Now, wasn't you? Admit it?’ And 
he did, stating that he thought that I would 
never come back, and if I ever wanted $1,000 
to come and get it. I stayed with the Sells 
Brothers for years. 

Then I went to Havana, Cuba, and became 
a third partner with The Pabblionies. The firm 
was composed of the Pabblionies, Stickney and 
Donovan, and it was here that I met my sec- 
ond wife and present helpmate, who I call 
my old side partner.
